SERIOUS AFFRAY. 


On Tuesday morning word was brought 
to town by J. L. Macdonald, postmaster ef 


| Stony Plain post office, that a serious and 


probably fatal affray had occurred on the 
Plain not far from the post office, in which 
A. V. Caldwell had been very seriously in- 
jured and his brother injured as weil. Drs. 
Harrison and Braithwaite went out and 
reached Phillip Miller's house near the post 
office at which the wounded man lay about 
one o'clock. He was unconscious from the 
effect of a blow upon the skull. He was 
removed to the house of Mr. Macdonald 
where an examination of hisinjuries was 
made. The skull had been fractured and a 
piece of the bone had been dépressed so as 
to press upon the brain. This piece of bone 
was brought up into its proper place with 
apparently good results,but the patient was 
still unconscions when the doctors left 
about five o'clock. It «was arranged that 
he should be brought to St. Albert hospital 
to-day for care and treatment in the hope 
of saving his life. J. H. Caldwell had 
suffered some injury of one shoulder but no 
bones were broken. 

The circumstances of the affray as nearly 
as can be gathered occured as follows: On 
Monday afternoon the two Caldwells, who 
were tenting out while herding their cattle 
not far from the post otfice, went to the 
house of a Russian German named Zucht to 
bring away four head of cattle, two full 
grown and jtwo calves, which they had 
bought from one James Taylor, who had 
previously bought them from Zucht but had 
not completely paid for them. A demand 
had been made upon Zucht by the Caldwells 
for the cattle sometime before and he had 
refused to give them up until the payments 
on them were completed and until their keep 
for the winter had been paid for. The 
Caldwells threatened to bring the police in 
order to take the cattle. Zacht came to 
town for advice on the matter and was told 
not to let the cattle go until he had been 
paid. When the Caldwells arrived on Mon- 
day evening and demanded the cattle Zucht 
refused again to give them up and the 
Caldwells proceeded to take them. A. V. 
Caldwell was on horseback and tried to 
drive the pair of aged cattle while J. H. 
Caldwell who had come ina light rig got 
out and tried to drive the calves while on 
foot. An altercation took place between 
A. V. Caldwell and Zucht and J. H. Cald- 
well and.Mrs. Zucht. The former drove 
Zukl away and was proceeding to drive off 
the cattle but Mrs. Zucht attacked J. H. 
Caldwell with a pole and struck him several! 
severe blows, while he was trying to drire 
off the calves with aswitch. At last he 
struck her on the hands with the switch. 
She cried out to her husband who at once 
attacked -A. V. Caldweil and struck him a 
severe blow over the eyes with a pole, 
knocking him off his horse. After Caldwell 
had fallen he struck him again with the 
pole fracturing the skull and rendering him 
senseless. Two neighbors Katchrosky and 
Firestein also took part in the attack on 
the Caldweils. As soon as.J. H. Caldwell 
could reach his brother snd the assailants 
recognized what they had done they 
ceased their attack, and after some 
time assisted J. H. Caldwell to lift his 
brother into the rig. The injured man was 
then driven to Phillip Miller’s place where 
he was when the doctor arrived. 

The Caldwell brothers came here trom 
Southern Alberta two or three years ago 
and were interested considerably in horses 
and at one time owned the curling rink in 
town. Lately they have been living near 
St. Albert. A. V. Caldwell is a married 
man and has seyeral children. 

Three policemen were sent out to the 


scene of the disturbance on Tuesday after- 
noon and the same night Insp. Snyder went 
out to take such action as might be neces-

to the branch. No doubt the existence 
of the road and the present service 
have greatly assisted the development 
of the district—as far as that develop- 
ment has gone. But a point has at last 
been reached when an improved ser- 
vice must be given or further develop- 
ment will be retarded—as it has al- 
ready been and asit will be toa great- 
er extent in the future. This district 

has been successful in attracting a 

large number of settlers in the past 

three years, but where ten have come a 

thousand are needed to develop the 


region that is here awaiting de- 
velopment. Unfortunately of those 


who have come, very few have capital 
beyond their own immediate needs, and 
many of them not enough for these. In 
order that development may continue 
there must be immigrants secured who 
will be able and willing to buy up the 
odd sections,—the railroad lands in 
fact—and thus close up the immense 
gaps in settlement which give the 
whole of what we in the west speak of 
as a well settled district an appearance 
to eastern eyes of being practically 
without inhabitants. It is this scatter- 
settlement which is the great drawback 
to the establishment of creameries, of 
mills, of schools, of churches, of good 
roads, of all those connections of eivili- 
zation which make farm life enjoyable 
es well as protitable. Men >f money 
and enterprise are needed to buy and 
oceupy these lands and start these in- 
dustries. Without them the conutry 
must wait many years for the develop- 
ment which under our favored condi- 
tions should exist right now. The Ed- 
monton country is the most attractive 
part of Manitoba or the Northwest to 
Eastern eyes, it has manifold ad vant- 
ages which no other part possesses, it 
has received actually a larger immigra- 
tion within the past three years than 
any other section of Canada, and yet it 
is a notorieus fact that of the class of 
immigrants alluded to above it has re- 
ceived the smallest share. One reason 
is the prejudice that men of means 
feel to going so far from the better 
known centres of civilization, but the 
main reason is that the railway service 
from Calgary north has been of such a 
nature as to deter any man who was 
not compelled to come north from com- 
ing, not only by reason of the lack of 
accommodation at the season when 
accommodation was chiefly needed, but 
by reason of the length of time between 
trips, making a visit to Edmonton a 
matter of five days instead of two or 
three and particularly by the idea con- 
veyed to the mind of the tourist or pro- 
spector that a country which only 
required such a service was not worth 
It is time that this 
idea was changed. The north country 
has become firmly established as the 
mixed farming district of the North- 
west. A business has grown up in con- 
nection with it which has rendered the 
preseat service actually inadequate for 
present needs. Something must be 
done to improve the service and that 
something should be such a step in 
advance of the present arrangements as 
should leave no doubt in the mind of 
anyone that the north country was 
worth visiting and was fit to live in, 
and should make it pleasantly and 
speedily practicable to get here. 

If the present service of two mixed 
trains a week were replaced by three 
such trains it would be a great improve- 
ment. The trains would be lighter, 
better speed could be made,there would 
be less shunting at each station and 
therefore less delay, and particularly 
the stop over at Edmonton or in going 
from point to point on the line would 
be reduced commercial travellers and 
others requiring to visit several points

could then do it by train 
without loss of time whereas now they 
have to drive from one point to another; 
an expense which keeps 2 great deal of 
business from being done, and 
money the railroad might just as well 
have. 

But the BuixeTin believes that the 
proper service for this road is not three 
mixed trains a week but three passeng- 
er trains, and freight trains twice of 
three time a week or oftener if requir- 
ed. Any increase of the service means 
the addition of another train and crew. 
Now if instead of two freight trains 
and crews one was a passenger and the 
other freight both the passenger and 
freight business could be handled much 
better than with two mixed trains. 
The passenger could make three round 
trips a week between MacLeod and Ed- 
monton, and could give a much 
quicker service than the mixed, at very 
little more expense. If the run to Ed- 
monton were shortened to six or seven 
leurs instead of consuming eleven as 
at present, enabling travellers to come 
in here at 2 o'clock in the afternoon 


with certainty instead of7 o'clock as 


C. P. R. would just pay have the atten- 
tion and go to half the expense in en- 
couraging and developing business over 
their Canadian lines that they do in 
regard to their United States branches 
they would not have such bad balances 
to show. Asa matter of fact the ser- 
vice on this road has been starved in, 
order te feed the pet “Soo” line which 
runs a lightning passenger train a day 
on half the business done over the C. 
& E. Even Lethbridge a single town 
whose traffic is divided by two roads 
gets three trains a week each way over 
its C. P. R. connection. What has 
been done on the Lethbridge branch 
and on the “Soo” line can be done on 
the C. & E. under more favoring cir- 
cumstances; and if it is not done it 
will not be for lack of the attention of 
the company being called to the neces- 


sities of the case,
